On 12 and 13 March 1919, two Soviet and two Bulgarian generals (namer 
unknown) inspected the Bulgaro-Turkish border. The starting point for 
the inspection was unknown, but they were last seen at Kurtkale, 


2. Soviet General Todor Petrovski is organizing the Greek Rebels in southern 
5 Bulgaria. He is reportedly an expert in guerrilla warfare, have success= 
fully operated behind the German Army lines during the war. 


3. Soviet specialists in Bulgarian officers uniform are reportedly organizing 
“partisan” headquarters at Asenovgrado 
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
